The 
wife of Hydiut Messee unhappily was 
caught inthe snare; and the husband 
began, it seems, to allow charms to be 
used for his recovery. On this being 
discovered, they were warned and coun- 
selled, but in vain. At length they were 
told befure all, that they must either 


| cease from their practices, or be sepa- 


rated from the congregation. In conse- 


| quence, they yesterday removed them- 


selves to a ncighboring village. Nota 
single cause of suspicion appeared be- 
fore this. 

March 28.—The person from Bun- 
dlecund, who has been in attendance 
since the beginning of January, came to- 


| day desiring baptism, as he has often 


done. He wishes to retarn to his family.; 
and there is no one, he says, to admit 
him to the profession of Christianity if 
he leaves this place without baptism.

Number of Christians in Ceylon. 

It appears, on investigation, that the 
native Protestants are about 150,000, and 
the Roman Catholics about 50,000. Of 
these, the great majority speak Cinga- 
lese, andthe rest Tamul. This report 
of numbers falls far short of former re- 
presentations: nor can it be doubted 
that multitudes of the inhabitants have 
of late years relapsed into idoiatry. In 
the time of the Dutch Government there 
were between 300 and 400 temples dedi- 
cated to Pagan Deities: in the year 
1807, they amounted to 1200! In 1663, 
the Christians in the district of Jaffna 
alone, were 65,000: by the last returns 
it appears that there are not 5,000!

The Rev. Noah Porter, of Farming- 
ton, was appointed to preach a Sermon 
in behalf of the society at the next semi- 
annual meeting, and the Rey. Wathaeniel 
W. Taylor of New-Haven, to supply his 
place in case of his failure. 

The following Report was made by the 
committee, and approved by the society. 

The committee of the Connecticut 
Society for the promotion of good mo- 
rals, respectfully submit the following 
brief statement : 

Reports have been received from 
Branch Socieiies in different parts of the 
state. By these it appears that, in seve- 
ral districts, the important objects of the 
institution are progressively accomplish- 
ing. In compliance with the recom- 
mendations of the General Society, men 
have been selected and clothed with of- 
fice, who regarded the oath of God. 
Meetings of the civil authority in towns 
contiguous to each other have been hol- 
den, with very aseful results. Measures 
have been projected and pursued in con- 
cert, by which the prevention of licen- | 
tious practices has become more easy 
and effectual. Magistrates and public 
officers have used their power pursuant 
to the laws. Many open immoralities 
have been suppressed—many more have 
probably been prevented. Incorrigible 
transgressors have been prosecuted to 
effect. Travelling on the sabbath has 
been greatly checked. In some paris, 
the visible profanation of the Lord’s day 
has almost entirely ceased. The em- 
ployment of ardent spirits, as atoken of 
hospitality, continues to be omitted. In- 
temperance is, of course, less frequently 
indulged. Though inveterate drunkards 
are rarely reformed, yet new instances of 
wretches sinking into the gulf of sottish- 
ness are net sonumerous. Prosecutions 
for profane swearing have, in a number 
of cases, taken place. For this species 
of impiety, however, the committee do 
not find many instances of prosecution 
mentioned inthe reports. At the same 
time, they indulge a hope, that the influ- 
ence of correct examples; and of increas. 
ing intelligence, in aid of the civil sta- 
tutes against this hardening mode of 
iniquity, is at least, gradually rendering 
it disreputable. 

The committee find also, with much 
satisfaction, that a number of the Bran- 
ches have resolved themselves into Aux- 
iliary ‘Tract Societies. it is highly de- 
sirable, that all the Branch Societies 
adopt this measure. By diffusing salu- 
tary instruction, itis happily calewlated 
to prevent evil, and to further the pro- 
gress of reformation. 

But while the committee are happy to 
exhibit the ng statement concern- 





ing large and respectable, sections of the 
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state, it is with unpleasant sensations, 
that they find themselves constrained to 
add, that exertions for the promotion of 
good morals are by no means put forth 
universally through the commonwealth. 
In a number of towns no Branch Socie- 
ties have, as yet, been established. Jn 
others, where such institutions have been 
formed, there is a relaxation of effort. It 
has been found difficult to place such 


/ men in authority as will inform against 


transgressors : and, by bringing them to 
justice, become “a terror to evil doers.” 

In such parts of the state, the consc- 
quences, as might be expected, ate de- 
plorable. Profanations of the sabbath 
are practised with impunity; and it is 
feared, are beginning to be tolerated. It 
is likewise said, that checks upon intem- 
perance, profanity, illicit retailing, and _ 
their kindred vices, are losing strength. 

In view of such alarming facts, the 
committee cannot forbear to remind the 
members of the institution through the 
state, that a relaxation of effort must of 
necessity, endanger the welfare of indi- 
viduals and of the community. The ex- 
periments which have been made, afford 
all reasonable encouragement. The 
certainty of success is proved by every 
instance of persevering exertion. By 
united, unyielding, and widely extended, 
operations, accompanied with the bles- 
sing of God, the practice of good morals, 
and consequently the best interests of the 
people, will be secured. It is when the 
friends of righteousness do their duty, 
that the Most High renders the condi- 
tion of man sufe, and his prospects

INTEMPERANCE. 


(We invite the very particular attention of our 
readers, to the following Report, especially 
to the facts stated towards the close. } 


The Committee of the Society in Portland 
Sor suppressing Vice and Immoraiity 
beg leave to piresent the following, ae 
their fourth annual Report :— 


The object, which in the opinion of 
your Committee claimed their more im- 
mediate attention during the past year, 
and which seemed imperiously to de- 
mand their exertions, was the suppres- 
sion of intemperance by procuring the 
execution of the law respecting retailers 
of spirituous liquors. It is deepiy to be 
lamented thatthe usage of many years 
should in any measure have sanctioned 
the violation of the iaw, and afforded fa- 
cilities to the indulgence of a most de- 
grading vice, the parent of so many 
others. This melancholy proof of the 
influence of unlawful custom, has natu. 
rally excited the less surprise in propor- 
tion to its almost universal prevalence. 
We have secn that many respectable re- 
tailers have been in the habit of disre- 
garding the statute in question, while 
under a recognizance entered into in 
open court to obey it, and while under 
the sacred obligation of an oath to de- 
fend the constitution and government of 
their country: men, who in all their 
other dealings with the world are strictly 
moral and upright, from the mere influ- 
ence of custom, have violated without 
scruple, because without examination 
and reflection, a law which was intend- 
ed, and is competent, if duly observed, to 
secure most important public and pri- 
vate blessings. Laws to regulate inn- 
holders and retailers, of the same cha- 
racter with ours, exist, we believe, in 
most, if not all, of the United States; 
and have recently been found expedient 
in a neighboring foreign State, (Canada). 
They have existed inthis State from the 
year 1680 to the time when the present 
law was enacted. If any argument for 
the wisdom and policy of such laws can 
be derived from the united opinion of 
the most enlightened men in our coun- 
try, during the period of more than a 
eentury, the concurrence of a majority 
of our Legislature for one hundred and 
thirty-six years, seems to be unanswera- 
ble in favor of the restraints imposed in 
this commonwealth upon the retailers of 
ardent spirits. 

In the course of the past year, the 
whole subject was carefully cxamined 
and minutely investigated in our legisla- 
ture, upon the request of many respecta- 
ble individuals, who wished to have some 
provisions of the statute modified of re- 
pealed ; but the legislature after full de- 
liberation, negatived the application, and 
this investigation served to conyince a 
number of the applicants, if we have 
rightly understood the fact, that their 
object was not founded on sound Papel 
or expediency ; and were it not for the 
influence of custom, your Committee 
are convinced, that most of the retailers 
themselves, as well as the y in 
general, would be of the same opinion. 

It will be recollected that your Com- 
mittee have aimed by persuasion and 
advice to induce the retailers voluntarily 
to abandon the practice of selling liquors 


‘to. be drank in their shops, and once en- 
 tertained the hope that their endeavors 
‘would have succeeded. They are still 


convinced that some of the most 

table of them are desirous of Ur 

ing it~—Some persons, to our know- 
ge; have yeluntarily abandoned it from 
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a sense of duty and a full conviction ofits 
ucletcrious consequences. How pleas- 
ing would it be if all were similarly dis- 
posed! How conducive to the comfort 
and happiness of their thougitless custo- 
mers, aud of those who are corinected 
with them by domestic ties! But there 
are some of wa different character who 
seem unhappily. resolved to disregard

us for reliet ; nor called forth such exer- 
tions OR OUr part, ag an iinperious sense 
of duty has dictated. 


The Commitee feel in commcn with ' 


the members of the Socicty, great regret 
for the inevitable consequences in a pe- 


cuniary point of view, which have resul- | 


ted from the prosecutions they have Leen 
instrumental in commencing; but they 
feel much greater regret for the neces- 
sity, which made a recourse to these 
measures, an incumbent duty, in conse- 
guence of the failure of more mild and 
friendly steps; and in particular of their 
expectation, through the undertaking of 
a triend, to impress upon the public 
mind, the destructive effects of intempe- 
rance, and to point out remedies for it 
through the medium of one of the public 
newspapers; but from an improper in- 
fluence, this privilege, though at first 
granted, was (reluctantly, however, as we 
believe) withheld. 

Mucb good, however, we apprehend, 
has been done by holding up the terror 
of the law, as well as by awakening the 
attention of many to the evils it was de- 
signed to eradicate. 

It has been urged by some that an uni- 
versal observance of the law would be 
productive of many inconveniences ; but 
to say nothing of an argument which fa- 
vors a violation of law, your Committee 
are perfecuy satisfied that these inconve- 
niences are magnified, and are of no 
weight at all when put in competition 
with the deplorable evils which have 
jong resulted from the unlicensed sale of 
Spirituous liquors. The inconveniences 


alluded toare those to which country | 


people would be subject, who have been 
in the habit of bringing their food trom 
home and buying their drink in town ;.or 
who when wetand cold have been ac- 
customed to purchase a small quantity 
of spirit at the stores where they were 
transacting their business. This is re- 
ally the most plausible argument we 
have heard against the policy of the iaw. 
Surely if many country people have by 
deyrees contracted a habit which consti- 
tutes a continual temptation to the retail- 
ers to violate their duty, it is time they 
began.to form another, which would re- 
move it.

STUMP MACHINE. 





For tuz Recorper. 
Ma. Epiror, 


AS I was travelling through Bradford, 
in Vermont, in the fall of 1811, my cu- 
riosity was excited by.a machine which 
I saw in operation, ‘by the side of the 
road. It was employed for the purpose 
of pulling up the stumps and roots of 
large trees. ‘Fhe foHowing description 
of the machine is by Mr. Craax, the in- 
ventor, who, I understand), has not se- 
cured a patent, but has generously left 
it free for the unrestrained use of bis 
countrymen. 


The following is a description of the | 


Stump Machine, which I have lately in- 
vented. If you think it worth an inser- 
tion in the Recorder, you are welcome 
to give it to the public : 

The Machine is composed: of the fol- 
lowing parts. 

1. Two wheels, of 14 feet diameter ; 
made much like the wheels of a com- 
mon cart. The hubbs of these wheels 
are 29 inches in diameter; strongly 
danced with iron; containing boxes of 
9 and 10 inches diameter. 

2. An axle-tree 17 inches in diameter 
and 16 feet in length, uniting the above 
wheels together. 

3. A purchase-wheel, 13 feet diame- 


ter, strongly framed into the axle-tree | 


above mentioned. 


may not interfere with the stumps to be 
taken up by it. 
4. Two chains. The one which winds 


of a common draught-chain, 68 feet in 
length. The other, which winds around 
the middle of the axle-iree, and is to be 
hooked to the roots of the stumps, about 
16 feet in length, and very strong. 

5. For the purpose of moving this 
machine from one place to another, two 
bands of iron are laid /oose around the 
axle-tree, at the distance of 8 or 10 feet 
from each other, to which are attached 
two poles, 20 feet in length, which meet 
at their extremities, and are prepared to 
be inserted into the ring of an ox-yoke. 

One yoke of oxen can easily move the 
machine from one stump to another, and 
two yoke are sufficient for the purchase- 
wheel. And by means of this team, 
three active men will generally take up, 
in a day, 50 or 60 stumps, which, without 
the machine, would have cost them at 
least ten times the laber. 

The machine is of special use on land 
where fine trees have grown : for pine 
stumps are not enly peculiarly cumber- 
some, and lasting, when suffered to re- 
main in the ground; but they make the 
most formidable and durable fence when 


taken from it.

ENGRAVING. 


Ricamews, ( Va.) May 15. 

In the art of engraving bank-notes, 
and, of course, in the mean of preventing 
counterfcits, we have for a long time got 
the start of Englund. ‘he steel die of 
Murray & Co. impressed on the margin 
of the plate, and the engraving which 
fills up the body of the note,. has been 
looked-upon as a chef d’euvre in the art. 
But an impression has lately come under 
our view, which excells every previous 
attempt. The steel dic is not confined to 
the margin alone, but extends over the 
surface. The figures are stamped upon 
the copper, with so much regularity, 
that the engraver, who comes after the 
dye-stamper, can trace with the utmost 
ease the form of the note, among the 
strokes of the dye. The latter will ap- 
pear in a lighter kind of ink. The whole 
execution of the note requires such an 
extraordinary combination of skill, that 
it seems beyond the means of any asso- 
‘ciation of counterfeiters to possess it. 
The impression is from the North; bat 
whether trom Mr. Perkins of Boston, or 
Murray & Co. of Philadelphia, we are 
unable to say.

The Dead Alive ! 

We have been favored with the follow- 
ing entertaining extract of a letter from 
an officer to his friend. 

“ | was travelling with a party of Off- 
cers, and a guard of Sepoys:: we stopped 
to refresh ourselves, and among the in- 
habitants of a village who came out to 
view us as objects of curiosity, one fel- 
low was so unusually audacious as to 
force himself into the tent where we 
were dining, using strange gestures, and 
making an extravagant noise. Having 
in vain endeavored to learn his meaning, 
we ordered him out; he refused to go, 
and we then ordered the palanquin bear 
ers in attendance to force him out; on 
his being thus removed te a short dis- 
tance from our tent, we soon heard a 
confused noize and lamentation, and 
were informed that this fellow who pre- 
tended to be a devotee, had swooned 
away from the effect of pollution,in being 
touched by our palanquin bearers, who 
were parriars. =

King.” But tbe instant the flame was 
seen, there was such ayell ef “ Ah, paw, 
swaamce ! Ah, paw, swaamee !” as com- 
pletely drowned all my fine singing. 
Lighting my taper, I proceeded with my 
work, by melting the sealing wax, and 
dropping it hot, close above his navel, 
but the fellow had not patience to stay 
for more than twoor three good drops 
of my miraculous wax, before he jump- 
ed up and ran away, bellowing and claw- 
ing his beliy, without stopping to thank 
me for his «’.re, or answering the calls 
of others, until he got within the village.
